Three From County Payed Ex­ 
treme Penalty Since Electro­ 
cution Has Iteen Used. 


Ferric Chloride Is 
Cure For Poison Ivy 


Poison ivy meets its match in tho 
iron compound known as ferric chlor­ 
ide, according' to a new booklet on 
the toxic weed by Dr. James B. Mc­ 
Nair, which is being issued by the 
Field Museum of Natural History. 
Doctor 
McNair 
discovered 
in 
the 
course of exhaustive researches on 
the chemical nature of ivy poison that 
this substance is rendered insoluble 
and thus made harmless by chemical 
union with iron. 
A number of soluble iron salts, he 
says, are effective against poison ivy, i 
but he has found ferric chloride to 


be most suitable. 
His treatment calls for a mixture of 
one part by weight of ferric chloride 
with ten of alcohol and ten of water, 
to be washed on the skin and allowed 
to dry there, before one goes into 
places where poison ivy grows, and 
also after such 
possible 
exposure. 
This, it is claimed, will entirely pre­ 
vent the development of ivy poisoning 
in the great majority of cases.

Two Women Befriended 
Under Pennsylvania law the gov­ 
ernor sets the date for the execution 
of condemned persons after he re­ 
ceives notice of conviction. 
The date 
always is fixed for a certain week be­ 
ginning with Monday, never a specific 
day. 
However, authorities at Rock- 
view prison where the electric chair 
is located, carry out the law’s man­ 
date on Mondays, usually as near 7 
a. rn. as possible. 
In the past three years two women 
have been under the death sentence, 
but neither has been executed. 
The 
women were Louise Thomas and Mat­ 
tie Jones, both negresses of Philadel­ 
phia. 
The Thomas woman’s sentence 
was commuted to life imprisonment 
after the Supreme Court had upheld 
her conviction in the lower courts. 
The death warrant of Mattie Jones 
was recalled when the Supreme Court 
ordered a new trial and there the 
board’s records stop in her case. 
Paroles are issued after a prisoner 
has served his minimum sentence and 
upon recommendation of the board of 
trustees of the penitentiary in which 
the applicant has been 
an 
inmate. 
Once under parole a prisoner may not 
leave the state until permission is ob­ 
tained from the trustees and reports 
must be made each thirty days. Vio­ 
lation of the parole results in a re­ 
turn to the penitentiary where the 
remainder of the sentence is carried 
out. 
The board frequently has applica­ 
tions for pardons from # persons who 
have served their sentences. 
In tie 
majority of these cases the applicant 
desires pardon so that his franchise 
as a citizen may be restored for con­ 
viction for felony automatically re­ 
moves citizenship.
